The pipes have been plugged to 
prevent the further eBcape of gas and 
water, and scores of homes in that 
vicinity will be without these con- 
veniences until the “mains are re- 
paired. 

Mayor Kiel, Comptroller Player, and 
Street Commissioner Talbert went to | 
the scene in automobiles as soon as 
the report of the damage reached the 
city hall. They estimated the damage 
to the sewer and adjacent property 
at this time at $100,000, and said the 
damage would grow larger unless. 
immediate steps are taken to. prevent 
a further collapse by washouts. 

A. W. rrison of 1414 Ferry street 
was awakened at 12:30 by a sharp 
flash of lightning, a heavy clap of 
thunder and the sound of a spout of 
water splashing against the front of 
his home. He saw a hole about a foot 
square in the middle of.the. street, 
from which a stream of water was 
spouting high in the air, he told a 
reporter, 

Stream of Water Causes 

He aroused his family and shouted to 
ether neighbors. As they watchdd, the 
ground about the hole . constantly crum- 
vled, enlarging the aperture and caus- 
ing the stream of water to sweep about 
the street in a circle as the dirt fell 
The force of the water broke 
a window in thé home of Henry Heid- 
breder, 1412 Ferry street, as it swung 
around, and tore out one end of a sta- 
ble across the street as it completed 
the circle, starting a stampede among 
half a dozen horses in the barn. 

About this time the entire street 
seemed to cave in, acdording to Harri-:; 
son, and the spouting of the water in 
the ‘air stopped. Then’ the strong smell 
of gas warned the residents that the gas 
As the street lights 
went ott the residents ‘hurriedly rushed 
in to the back yards to. escape the 
fumes. Many families carried their fur- 
niture into rear yards and vacant lots 
to save what they could if their houses 
should collapse, as they feared. 

Cause of Accident Explained. 

Sewet Commissioner Moreno said 
that the collapsed sewer, which was 
bullt of brick in 1879, has been in bad 
fondition for sometime. The recent 
rains had caused the old mortal to 
disintegrate, he explained, allowing 
the bricks to cave in. Investigation 
showed that the leakage from the 
sewer had caused the dirt to be 
washed from underneath, leaving a 
sort of underground stream under 
the weak brick outlet, and the street 
sewer fell into the chasm. 

Sixty miles of sewers in: St. Louis 
are in practi@ally the same condition, 
Moreno said, and unless funds are 
raised to immediate repair the 
drains similar accidents are liable to 
happen at any time, evgn in Olive or 
Pine streets or on Washington ave- 
nue in the business district. 

The Ferry street sewer is 5 feet in 
diaemeter and at some points is 40 
feet below the surface of the street.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The 

Hans Schmidt says that he had laid 
plans for taking up murder on a whole- 
sale scale as a side line to his work as 
a priest, and was prevented only by 
his arrest for the murder of the Au- 
mueller girl. 

‘This confession was made _ while 
Schmidt was being questioned by de- 
tectives as to his motive in stealing 
a book of death certificates from a 
physician and also in stealing and hav- 
ing photographically .copied a death 
certificate made out in the case of Rob- 
ert Smith, a retired mechant, who died 
April 30. This certificate was signed 
By Dr. James J. Slevin, who had 
attended Smith in his Jast illness. 

Th. consummate cunning of the priest 
was shown in his statement that he 
was particularly anxious to get a cer- 
tificate signed by Dr. Slevin. because, 
in addition to being a physician, the 
doctor conducted an undertaking es- 
tablishment and in his dual capacit-7 
signed many certificates. Schmidt said 
he had looked the situation over care- 
fully and had decided that, In forging 
ihe death certificates of persons he in- 
tended to murder, the name of Dr. 
slevin was the best one for him to use. 

“Believes in Euthanasia.” 

Schmidt told, with complete frank- 
ess, of his wholesale murder scheme, 
(4s a business man. 
plan to buy so many 
tatoes. In the 


was insgan: until the detectives, 
afterwards his lawyer, questioned him 
-$ to his purpose in planning murders. 

“I had intended to kill only the lame 
persons suffering from incurable dis- 
eases and those so afflicted that there 
was no chance for peace of mind or 
body for them in this world,’’ he said. 
“I intended to help them into a bet- 
ter world. I had planned to begin on 
my parishioners, many of whom I knew 
would be better off in the next world 
than they were here. 

“I believe in euthanasia. I know there 
are many people in this world who want 
to die and cannot. This is one of the 
social problems. For a tong time I 
have thought there are too many chil- 
dren in the world, and too little money. 
So I sold medicine under the name of 
Moliere to reduce the birth rate, and 
planned to manufacture money to relieve 
those already overburdened with chil- 
dren. To help into a better world the 
incurables and those who wanted to aie 
but could not was a part of my general 
plan to benefit the world.” 

Ready to Begin Slaughter. 

Schmidt was asked by the detectives 
if he had made a ,list of those he in. 
tended to murder. He said he had,not: 
that he had in mind men, women and 
children, and that he soon would hav> 
begun this work of murder if he had 
not been arrested. 

“But soar I have never put iavieey 
into the ground except Anna,” he in- 
sisted. 

Schmidt further told “thé detectives it 
had not been his original intention to 
dismember the body of Anna. Aumueller 
and dispose of it as he did. 

“I was getting ready to give her 
proper burial,”’ he said, “and had ob- 
tained the death certificate for that pur- 
pose, but I got scared over the chance 
of bejng found out, and decided to dis- 
pose of the body another way.” 

The police did not learn from Sghmidt 
how he stole the book of death cer- 
tificates or how he obtained possession 
of the Smith death certificate long 
enough to have it photograpned—or .f 
they did they failed to make the infor- 
mation public. It is believed, however, 
that the Smith certificate was stolen by 
the priest from an undertaker’s shop. 
Mrs. Edward Gibson, daughter of Robert 
Smith, said: 

“When my father died and we obtained 
the death certificates, we needed to sen i 
them to England in connection * with 
some property matters. I did not re- 
ceive them until the day before the 
funeral of my father and immediately 
sent them to England. — 

Death Certificate Mystery. 

“We had known Father Schmidt at 8:. 
Joseph's and hed liked him. “When my 
father became very ill two days before 
his death we sent for Father Schmidt. 
He was in the house only twice—the 
day wé first sent for him and the day 
my father died. He never entered the 
house after that and had absolutely n» 
opportunity to steal the death certift- 
cate. He must have stolen it from the 
undertaker or obtained a copy from the f 
Roard of Health."

BALTIMORE, Mad., Sept. 20.—Bv 


means Of an appliance devised by Prof 
W. W. Abel, head of the -Departmen. 
of Pharmocology of the Johns Hopkins 
University, it has been made possible, it 
is declared today, to determine whether 
persons thought to be suffering from 
the effects of poisons are really under 
the influence of drugs and to be able to 
discover almost immediately ‘the poison 
they have taken. 

The contrivance consists of a series of 
coils and tubes, which are submerged in 
saline solution an@ its action is said to 
be the’ same as that of thé kidney. 

In making the test for poison, it 1s 
necessary to haveethe blood = stream 
flow through the tubes. This is done by 
connecting the tubes with the jugular 
vein and the carotid artery. The stream 
passes’ through the tunes, which. are 
then immersed in a warm solution. 

By means of a@ porous substance con- 
necting the glass tubes, the foreign and 
poisonous substances in the blood filter 
into the saline solution. The solution be- 
ing of the same temperature and con- 
sistency as the lymph, none of the nat- 
ural ingredients which make up the 
blood is taken up by the solution of 
salt. 

After allowing the gtream to = fiow 
through the tubes for a giten time, a 
specimen of the saline soluti: gs taken 
and it is but a simple matter of 
chemical analysis to find what poison or 
foreign substance is present in the $ys- 
tem of the patient.

TWOMEN ARE SHOT 


IN QUARREL OVER 
PARTY PHONE LINE 


Dan Hogan,: Contractor and 
Two Saloon Men Fight on 
Way to Adjoining Homes. 


As the result of a quarrel over & 


party-line telephone, two men were shot 
at 1:30 a. m. Saturday by a neighbor 
after the three got. off. of an owl ca: 
on a Vandeventer line at Shaw avenue 
and renewed the quarrel on the way to 


their homes. 

The men shot were Ernest Somers. 
33 years old, owner of two saloons, one 
at 3416 Olive street, and the other a 
3100 Morgan street; and Walter Jen- 
kins, manager for Somers of his Mor- 
gan street saloon. They live in a bach- 
elor quarters at 4130A Shaw avenue. 
They were shot by Daniel Hogan, a 
heating contractor, who lives next door 
at 4128 Shaw avenue. 

Sdmmers was shot in the left side, but 
fhe bullet inflicted only a flesh wound 
A bullet struck Jenkins in the left side, 
hitting a belt and glancing off and he 
was onl} slightly injured. 

Beer Order Interfered With. 

Hogan moved to the Shaw avenue ac- 
dress last April and a telephone was in- 
stalled in his home on the same line 
used by Sommers and Jenkins. It had 
been a.custom of Sommers and Jen- 
kins for one of them to call up a brew- 
ery every morning at 9 o’clock to order 
the day’s supply of beer. After Ho- 
gan’s telephone was placed on the line 
Mrs. Hogan used the telephone avery 
morning, according to Sommers, and fre- 
quently chatted with friends “for am 
hour,’ preventing them from using their 
phone. 

Hogan told the police that Sommers 
and Jenkins insulted his wife by calling 
her abusive names over the telephone 
when she refused to quit using it. This 
started the controversy which has con- 
tinued about three months. 

Early Saturday Jenkins, Sommers and 
Hogan met on the owl car going to their 
homes. All got off at Shaw avenue and 
walked up the street. As Hogan was 
about to enter his door Jenkins struck 
him and knocked him through the door, 
Hogan told the police. He went into 
the house, got a revolver and returned 
to the front porch. : 

He Shot Five Times. 

Sommers and Jenkins were trying to 
unlock the door to their apartment next 
door when Hogan came out, they said, 
and Hogan opened fire on them. He 
fired five shots, one bullet striking eacn 
man and the other three shots going 
wild. 

When Hogan had emptied his re- 
volver Jenkins chased him down the 
street, according to Hogan, and Hogan 
ran to the Magnolia Street Police tita 
tion.

Man Who Lost an Eye When 
Bottle Blew Up, Sues for 
$10,000. 

In a suit filed Saturday in the Cir- 
cuit Court against the St. Louis 
Brewing Association for $10,000 dam- 
ages, Fred H. Vornbrock, a grocer at 
Warne and Kennerly avenues, al- 
lewes that beer is a dangerous explo- 
sive, and that the brewery is negli- 
gent in not placing labels on its bot- 
tles warhing the public against the 
“explosive character” of the contents. 
Vornbrock was injured Sept. 19, 
1912, he alleges, when a bottle of beer 
exploded when he was transferring it 
from the case to an ice box. A piece 
of broken. glass struck him in the 
right eye, destroying the sight. He 
was at that time manager of the store 
of Moritz Schurr, 4400 Kennerly ,av- 

enue. 

The allegation is made that the 
brewery was negligeygt in delivering 
beer, “a dangerous explosive,” in 
glass bottles withomt properly testé 
irfe the bottles to bé sure they would 
stand the strain. Proper care was 
not used by the brewery, according 
to tne petition, because it failed to 
explain to customers the danger in 
using the boor and the conditions 
which cause it to explode.

BINDING TWINE IN BALE 


Cuperintendént of Stables Says 
’ He Is Unable to Grade Hay, 
Lets Animals Test It. 


While the “official” Hay Inspecting 
Committee: of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
Friday, inspected timothy hay in fire en- 
gine houses in the southwesetern part 
of the city over which there is no dis- 
pute, the “unofficial’’ investigators, 
l.eaded by Delegate Edward H. Deffaa, 
waited at the city stables to confront the 
other party, enashing their teeth as ‘the 
few remaining bales of evidence were be- 
ing consumed by hungry horses. 

The Deffaa party had been prepared 
with a load of real timothy hay, No. 1 
grade, such” as the city contracted for, 
an@ hoped to give Suppiy Commissioner 
Thomas an ocular demonstration of the 
ifference between this and threshed 
hay, wild grass, clover mixed, no-grade, 
moldy hay and the other varieties they 
say they found in the loft of the munici- 
pal stables at Vandeventer avenue and 
Forest Park boulevard. 


Good Hay in Southwest. 
As the hours rolled by and the offi- 


cial committee with Thomas failed to 
appear, itw was suggested that the 
Grand Jury be invited to inspect the 
city stables before the last of the 
challenged hay is fed. It was decided 
to communic&te .with Commissioner 
Thomas, Saturday, and ask him to 
hold whatever hay might be left until 
both of the latest committees could in- 
spect it jointly. 

The ‘“official’’ committee, according 
to William O’Toole, a member, found 
nothing but good hay in the southwest- 
ern part of the city. 

The Deffaa committee could not find 
a bale of No. 1 timothy hay at the city 
stables, each member agreed. 

The deadlock between Merchants’ Ex- 
change members, who claim to be ex- 
perts on grading hay, has been put up 
to President Messmore since D. W 
Clifton, secretary of the Hay Committee 
of the Exchange, refused a certificate 
on the city stables hay. 


Unable te Grade Hay. 

A certificate of inspection was asked 
by Sol D. Quiniivan, a member of the 
exchange, on a report by John OD. 
Mullally, an official itispector of the 
Hay. Committee. Clifton refused to is- 
sue a certificate, and President Mess- 
more Was appealed to by letter to in- 
struct Clifton to issue the certificate on 
Mullally’s report. Mullally has not made 
public his report, but from statements 
has made it is assumed that it 
grades al] the hay found at the city 
stables below No. 1 timothy, for which 
the city pays urider a contract held by 
the Anchor Hay and ‘Grain Co. 

Superintendent William Dierken of the 
city stables, who has been in charge for 
about six months, stated to the Deffaa 
committee that he was unable to grade 
hay and made no attempt in receiving 
hay to learn if it was No. 1 or lower. 

“My test is whether the horses and 
mules will eat it readily,” said Dier- 
“and I say that all this hay, ex- 
tept possibly an occasional bale, is 
sweet hay that the hurses and mules 
relish. I don’t believe the Ray which 
Mullally and the others say is thresh- 
ed, has been threshed, and I know 
it is good hay. The last hay de- 
livered is much better than this hay, 
however.” 

Classed as Threshed Hay. 

*Dierken led the investigators into 
a barn which contained the last de- 
livery alluded to, and it was dis- 
covered that this was almost entirely 
bales of clover mixed hay, of which 
a sample was taken. This is always 
cheaper in the market, by from $2 
to $4 a ton than No. itimothy, they 
seid. : 

Of approximately 100 bales of hay at 
the city stables, Friday, 50 per cent were 
classed ag threshed hay, from which the 
nutritive tons had teen threshed, which 
sells for $10 or $12 a ton, when No. 1 
timothy is selling at $18 or $20 a ton. In 
this hay, binding twine was found in 
large quantities, which the hay experts 
eald was always evidence of threshed 
hay, because the hay is bound for 
threshing and the twine is not removed 
gwhen the stalks are baled. 


Woman Gtves Opinion. 

While the Deffaa committee was wait- 
fing for the official committee, in front 
of the city stables, Mrs. Mary Horan. 
$851 St. Ferdinand street, who runs a 
coal yard, passed by and was invited by 
J. F. Quinlivan, member of the Mer- 
chants’ change, to inspect the load of 
No. 1 timothy which he had brought 
along for the enlightenment of city of- 
ficials. 

“That is good enough hay, but the 
price you name, $22 a ton, is too much,” 
declared Mra. Horan, when invited to 
order some of same lot for her 
ho 

ell, order some of this hay,” sug- 
gested Quinlivan, dragging forth a bale 
of tireshed hay that he had brought 
along. “I will sell you that for $13 a 
ton.” 

“Tt wouldn't have that at any price,” 


. declared Mrs. Horan, after examining 
“the bale, “that is not fit for my 


horses.”” She recognized the bale as 
threshed hay, although the only hint 
she had of its class was the price which 
Quinlivan quoted.

Bryan, commenting upon the ter- 
mination of his engagements, an- 
nounced that he would continue to 
lecture as long as he remained 

- Becretary of State, whenever he felt 
there was proper occasion to do so. 
Mr. Bryan issued this statement: 


“This evening is the last of the 
Chautauqua ‘lectures for this sea- 
son. The total income from Chau- 
tauqua lectures this year is a little 
over $7000.

It i¢ now discovered 
by Prof. F. B. Jevons, and disclosed in 
his new book on “Personality.” 
According to Bergson, as Jevons dis- 
sovers what he is talking about, We can- 
not understand the changes that go on 
in things outside of ourselves ‘unless 
we can get on the inside of things in 
the same way we are inside of our- 
selves.’’” What Bergson tried to think of 
was the way to do this. 

According to Jevons, Bergson thought 
and thought until at last he concluded 
that “dutside of ourselves there are no 
things, just as inside ourselves. there 
is no person, but only change.” Prof. 
Jevons writes to show that in spite of 
Bergson, there is a person inside of our- 
selves, and things outside.

muster enough votes to insure the pass- 
age of additional impeachment charges 
against Gov. William Sulzer, the Assem- 
bly has recessed until next Thursday. 

Majority Leader Levy, who has taken 
a foremost part in the attack on the 
Governor, made the motion for a recess. 
The motion was unanimously adopted 
amid shouts and cheers, and Assembly- 
men who had practically been prison- 
ers in the chamber for hours, dashed 
for trains and their homes. 

In making the motion for a recess 
Levy explained that the Senate had ad- 
Journed until the same day and that 
even if the Board of Managers put ad- 
ditional charges through the Assembly, 
the Senate could not be notified im- 
mediately. The fight for additional 
charges will be resumed immediately on 
the convening of the Assembly and 
meanwhile the Democratic leaders will 
use every means to obtain a full at- 
tendance. 

New Charges Complicted. 

It ts generally understood that the 
charges were completed. The three chief 
allegations are, it is said, that the Gov- 
ernor usurped tlie powers of his office 
following his impeaciiment, made a pre- 
election promise to make Dr. Julius 
Broder State Commissioner of Health 
and failed to account for the fund which 
he obtained to wage his direct primary 
campaign. 

At the People's House, Gov. Sulzer 
spent a quict day. Late Friday after- 
noon he went automobile riding. Be- 
fore leaving he told attaches of the 
mansion that he positively would not 
grant any interviews. 

The session of the court of impeach- 
ment was taken up with skirmishes be- 
tween counsel, in the first of which the 
yovernor’s attorneys were defeated. 
They had attempted to prevent the seat- 
ing of four Senators as members of 
the court. They next attacked the valid- 
ity of the impeachment proceedings and 
were arguing their motion to dismiss the 
charges when court adjourned until 
Monday at 2 p. m.,

The writ was placed in the 
hands of John Grueninger Jr., who 
was Sheriff of St. Louls County at 
that time. 

Chief Deputy Herpel Jr. said 
Saturday he could find no trace or 
record of the caplas. 

Drummonds’ whereabouts have been 
known to these authorities ever since he 
violated his parole and there have been 
rumors that he made at least one visit 
to St. Louts. | 

Drummond, according to the San Di- 
ego dispatches, called the police by tel- 
ephone to his apartments Friday night. 
He was standing on the sidewalk when 
they arrived, and he is quoted as say- 
ing: 

“I am the man you want. I violated 
a parole some years ago and I'm tired 
of hiding. I want to go home. Please 
send me back as soon aS you can.”’

Government on a Business Basis. 
To the Editor 6f the Post-Dispatch. 

In your editorial, “One Chamber Enough,” you 
get on the right track, but the subject needs de- 
veloping. Like man¢ other “reformers” you do 
not step boldly out and declare for a sane and 
logical system of city government because of its 
merits, but prefer to follow the experiments of 
other cities which have sought only to “better” 
bad conditions—hoping to get something still bet- 
ter later on. You and I and everyone who knows 
anything about it, knows that St. Louls methods 
of government are now, and have always been, a 
disgraceful reflection upon the intelligence of the 
people who have framed and enforced them, and 
a criminal imposition upon every man, woman and 
child in the city. And from what I have read of 
the proceedings of the Charter Commission, there 
is not much hope for anything much better in the 
near future. Finding fault, however, with the 
présent methods without offering something bet- 
ter is worse than useless; let’s get at the real 
thing—e sane, logical, workable system. The pro- 
gressive steps are as follows: 

Abolish party candidates—hire men to work at 
the business of administration just as you now 
hire the foremen in the different departments of 
your paper. Suppose your chief editor decides to 
remove to New York and tenders his resignation 
to take effect Jan. 1. 
know of no more silly plan than to announce that 
candidates for the job must get nominations from 
‘a half dozen factions of stockholders and a gen- 
eral election held by all stockholders to take their 
choice between the nominees, whether qualified for 
the position or not. Suppose the successful can- 
didate spends twice the amount of his salary in 
kis campaigns; suppose you have to stand for his 
editorials for four years; suppose that all the other 
heads of departments were “hired” the same way; 
suppose after an exceedingly warm campaign your 
head pressman didn't know a press from a “free” 
bridge—can you imagine a more insane “method” 
of conducting a newspaper? 

Will the system have any better results when 
applied to the city? . Abolish politics; let every 
man who wants to be the head of a department 
apply for the Job upon his qualifications and with- 
out a cent of cdést to him, and then let all the 
people express their choice; if no one has a ma- 
jcrity, let the people again chose between the 
two having the highest number of votes. 

2. Have one small law-making body continu- 
ously in session. Divided responsibility of law- 
makers has been the one great political curse of 
this country—and of this city. There is no indi- 
vidual responsibility to perform pledges made to 
secure election. The two houses have always been 
used to defeat proper legislation when it could be 
defeated in no other way; and yet the individual 
member could go back to his constituents and 
show that he had voted as he promised. Bills are 
not killed in either house as a rule, but in the 
hallway. Do you get that? 

8. The initiative, referendum and recall. If you 
have a proper method of recall you will seldom 
need to use it—nor the Initlative or referendum. 
When individual responsibility is fixed and dis- 
charge is certain for incompetence or willful in- 
justice, the public servant is going to stick to his 
job like a colored janitor In a skyscraper. The 
efficiency of your mechanical force, Mr. Editor, is 
nine-tenths due to the “recall” of the workman, 
and one-tenth due to his real love of labor and 
the wages he receives. And you'll never havé real 
efficiency in public service until you have the 
right to fire the man you hire. But the recall as 
developed elsewhere is not the recall St. Louis 
needs. A petition for. recall of a public official 
should be made only by those responsible for his 
election. The men who voted for him—not the 
men who voted against him-—should have the 
right to question his faithfulness. 

4. Abolish the contract system on public works: 
establish the hour wage and employ all who seek 
employment for as many hours each day as is 
necessary to do the public work. M: K.

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MANN ACT PROSECUTIONS.

The Mann white slave act was en- 
acted In June, 1910 A compilation of 
prosecutions under it published in the 
Congressional Record shows that up to 
March 31, 1913, virtually §0 convictions | 
had been obtained under its provisions 
and 140 cases were pending. The sen- 
tences imposed amounted to 845 years fn 
prison, with $92,000 fines. This is an 
average of hearly a year and three- 
quarters in prison for each person con- 
victed. 

It is an interesting fact that more 
than one-fifth of all the convictions, or 
115, were obtained in the three Pacific 
Coast states, and that nearly one-eighth 
are reported from the State of Wash- 
ington alone.

A moment's reflection. shows that this 
is no proof. It would be necessary to 
show, says Prof. Sumner tn the Yale

same classes in former centuries, Shch 
is not the case. The merchants and 
bankers of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries were of humble origin. As they 
came out of the towns of that period, 
there is every reason to believe that, 

their ancestry were traceable, we should

organizing American aviators into a paval re 
serve corps, trained for possible service in a 
future “war in the air.” 

Lambert's plan, which he outlined to the Sec- 
retary in a conference at department headquar- 
ters in Washington a few days ago, has the 
approval of Rear Admirals Winslow and Blue, 
and has been accepted by Daniels as the basis of 
a@ program for areo development of the navy—de- 
pending on the liberality of Congress in the 
forthcoming appropriation bill. 

The plan, as outlined to the officers and the 
Secretary, and approved by them, is: 

(1) To ‘equip the navy with fast, un 
armored shipe of mercantile type, for the 
carrying of hydroaeroplanes and fiying boats. 

(2) To increase greatly the acro equip- 
ment of the. navy, at. present limited to 
seven aeroplanes, and to enlarge the scope 
of experimental ‘work, with @ view to using 
acro craft, for: |

with Secretary Daniels, in the presence of Bas-. 


sett and Chambers. 

With the consent of Secretary Daniels, Lam- 
bert, after his return to St. Louis last week, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter in detail of his 
echeme, and of the need, as he sees it, for a 
strong areo-arm—or wing-—of the naval service. 
“The United States Navy,” said Lambert, “is 
not keeping abreast of the times. Tiis is not 
the fault of its department chiefs or its officers. 
It is due to congressional paring of naval ap- 


‘propriations that the navy has, little by little, 


slipped behind the navies of other powers In the 
number and speed of ships, and that it has done 


‘Jittle in experiments with hydroaeroplanes and 
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fiying boats. 

“The United States first developed the aero- 
plane. It first produced and successfully flew 
‘the. hydroaeroplane and the flying boat. Glenn 
Curtiss did more than anyone else in the world 
toward this development. Yet now Curtiss, an 
American, 1s in Europe selling his devijes to 
_ Huropean governments, because the United States 
- would not furnish him a market. 


_ Aviation, Too Deadly as Sport, 
Can Be Made Usefal in War 


VIATION today is not considered a. 


‘sport. It is too deadly. Gill, Hoxsey, 
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portant position in the armament of the great 
Powers. Every month something new develops 
to make the aeroplane more important as an in- 
strument of war, either for defense or for at- 
tack: This development has been so rapid that 
the situation, as to our navy and coast defense, 
becomes alarming. | 

“Although we developed aerocraft we have 
been the last of the great nations to realize their 
usefulness in*war. Other countries have gone 
ahead with experiments, and have no‘ only or- 
ganized military and naval aero corps, but have 
trained their commercial flyers in military tac- 
tics. We have the best flyers in the world, but 
they are not up on tactics, and are not qualified, 
at present, to form an effective reserve. 

“We have not the laboratories, and facilities 
for experiments, that France, Germany and En- 
gland have. The European countries know that 
we are not adéquately provided with modern 
means of defense. The war maneuvers of the 
Atlantic fleet have been closely watched in En- 
giand, and the English expert comment is that 
we have not what England and Japan have— 
vessels with the armament of a battleship and 
the speed of a cruiser. | : 

“Japan is almost on an.equality with the Unit-. 
ed States in naval equipment. In drills, ma- 
neuvers and firing, ‘both navies-may be termet 
100 per cent efficient. Because the navies of 
this country and Japan are so nearly on a paral 
lel, let us consider what would happen if an 
American fleet’ of, say 12 battleships, with tor- 
pedo boats and an equal Japanese fleet, were ap- 
proaching each other with hostile intent. 

“Which fleet will have: the advantage? The 
one that has an equipment of hydroaeroplanes 
and flying boats, manned by trained naval avi- 
ators and. co-operating with the battleships by an 
effective signal system. 


Would Send Ship Full of 


Flying Boats With Every Fleet 
“aT HE fleet which has this equipment will 
have all the advantage which comes 
from seeing the other fellow first. It 
will have advance information of the enemy’s 
location, ‘strength, position and arrangement 
The tremendous value of this advance informa- 
tion ts clear when one realizes that the naval bat- 
tle of the future cannot last more than 50 min- 
In that time, two battleships of equal 
strength, at a range of 8000 yards, would shoot 
each other to pieces. A modern battleship, it 
must be remembered, is capable of firing 17,00 
pounds of metal a minute. 

“Now, 
carry aeroplanes and start them from their decks. 
To do th's, a space would have to be reserver 
which would: interfere with the efficiency and 
strength of gun fire. Every inch of a battle- 
ship’s deck space is taken up with 5-inch and 12- 
inch guns. 

“So, my first suggestion was that every fleet 
be accompanied by one ship devoted exclusively 
to the carrying and handling of aeroplanes, and 
to the manipulation of signaling apparatus. This 
ship would not be armored, and would be of the 
mercantile or passenger ship type, and of the 
size of the Baltic or the Rotterdam.

Here woula 
be an element of peril and of tragedy, and some 
of the air-craft, in almost every engagement, 
would fail to get back. The aeroplane ship would 
have to get about and pick them up as best it 
could, in case of victory; in a defeat, the airmen 
would be lucky to be made prisoners.

| Scouting—The time when decisive battles will be fought 
in the clouds is far in the future, but the day is at 
hand when the flying machine will be a tremendous 
factor in war on land or sea. Aeroplanes and hydro- 
aeroplanes or flying boats are absolute necessities to 
armies or navies for scouting purposes and disaster 
menaces the nation that fails to develop this new 
phase of the art of making war. The United States 
navy has but seven aerial scouts, whereas the other 
great nations of the world are sparing no expense in 
the formation of eorps for this work. 


Recovering Torpedoes— A torpedo costs $8000 and 
they are frequently lost in practice, through deflection 
in direction that makes it impossible to follow them 
from the crow’s nest of a ship. But an aerial scout 
in a flying machine can follow a torpedo’s course un- 
erringly by watching it from above. The price of one 
torpedo will pay for several flying machines 

Discovering Mines— Water, comparatively opaque 
from a point near its surface, becomes transparent 
to an observer in the air. Experts say mines are 
easily ‘‘picked up’’ or located by aerial scouts. One 
little mine may wreck a $10,000,000 battleship. A 
flying machine, costing but a small sum, would mean 
the ship’s safety.

“T HE torpedo practice which I . witnessed 

with the fleet gave me an idea as to a 

possible use for aeroplanes, which I 
have not heard suggested before, : and which ?f 
went into at some length with the naval officials. 
This was the tracing of torpedoes and subma- 
rines, and the detection of mines. 

“The torpedo used in naval practice is a reg- 
ular firing torpedo with a dummy head, which 
takes the place of 250 pounds of gun cotton. The 
tornedoes run five to ten feet under water, at 
the rate of 42 miles an hour, and leave a trail 
of smoke from the carbide which they burn under 
water. Without this smoke, they may be fol- 
lowed by the bubbles from the propellers. 

“Now, it occasionally happens that torpedoes 
go wrong, and instead of going straight toward 
the target, they swerve to the right or left, or 
go down and are lost. As the torpedoes cost 
$8000 each, and’ as a battleship carries but eight, 
the loss of one torpedo is more than: the cost of 
several aeroplanes. And the use of the aero- 
plane would eliminate all chance of losing a tor- 
pedo, since the aviator, flying at the same speed 
as the torpedo, could trace its path, fix the spot
